OYAMA’S PROCLAMATION 10 HIS TROOPS 
BEFORE THE ADVAKCE. 


Am Early Merning Alarm in the "Fleet 
Causea by the Appearance ef a Chi- 
moese Terpedo Beat— Fine Discipline in 
the Army—Camp Songs of the Private 
Seldiers.

FIELD MARSHAL OYAMA’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, JAPANESE ARMY OF IN- 
VASION, Nov. 1.—(Via San Francisco, Dec. 
b. —We are on the Chinese coast at last, 
eighty miles from Port Arthur. Thirty 
thousand of the finest soldiers in the Jap- 
anese army, under Field Marshal Oyama, 
have landed, and one division under Gen. 
Yumagi is moving slowly between the bare 
brown hills towards the great fortress 
which commands the Gulf of Pe Chi Li and 
the water route to Pekin. 

News has just reached me that the Chi- 
nese are retreating back along the road 
towards Port Arthur and are preparing to 
make a stand at Kinchan, on the narrow 
strip of land between Talienwhan Bay and 
Kinchan Bay. 

This is the throat of the position, for it is 
not more than four miles from shore to 
shore across the isthmus, and the Chinese 
have fortified the hills. The Japanese fleet 
will support the invading army from the 
sea side of the battleground, while it is 
likely that the Chinese navy will attempt 
to assist the forts from Kinchan Bay. 
There should be 4 terrible struggle here, 
but the Japanese are strong enough to force 
a passage. 

Gen. Hasagawa, who has just landed 
with the second half of the famous Kumo- 


moto garrison, thinks that after Kinchan jot 


has been passed it will take at least ten 
days to capture Port Arthur. There is a 
garrison of about 20,000 Chinese troops in 
the forts. Field Marsha] Oyama intended 
to land his army in Talienwhan Bay and 
occupy Kinchan at once, but the Chinese 
laid torpedoes in the harbor and strongly 
fortified the shore. He was therefore com- 
pelled to land the troops on the naked coast 
at this point. 

The great fleet of thirty-two transports 
moved through the darkness on the night 
of Oct. 25 with screened lights and anchored 
at daybreak within sight of land. A fleet 
of war ships guarded the troops. The wind 
blew so hard that it was not until the 26th 
that the army began to land. When the 
first purty stepped on shore they found a 
small village, from which all the inhab- 
itants but five or six had fled. Three scar- 
let Chinese flags, with dragon heads, flut- 
tered on tall poles over the Httle cluster of 
cottages, but the Japanese officers would 
not pull them down because they were pict- 
uresque. The Field Marshal also declared 
that the banners should not be disturbed. 
Even the Greeks never carried their love of 
beauty as far as that. 

One hundred Japanese spies were sent out 
in disguise through the country, and a 
part of the first division advanced in the 
direction of Port Arthur. The Field Mar- 
shal established his headquarters in a 
Chinese school-house and issued this proc- 
lamation to his troops: 

“Our army is advancing in the name of 
‘ civilization and virtue to overthrow bar- 
barism. Our enemy is the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, not individuals. The soldiers 
of the Japanese army must be brave in 
battle, but they must be kind to all who 
surrender. Soldiers are forbidden to seize 
any of the enemy's property. If, through 
necessity, they are compelled to take any- 
thing found in Chinese houses, they must 
pay reasonable prices. The inhabitants are 
to be well treated at all times. Violations 
of this order will be severely punished. 
‘The charity of our Emperor is extended to 
the whole empire of China.“ 

Another proclamation read as follows: 

“According to international law we have

A company of infantry, sent to recon- 
noiter Kwan Tien and Saibarhu, was at- 
tacked by a large force of Chinese on Nov. 
20 at Tasikowan and were compelled to re- 
treat with the loss of. several killed.

Supposed to Have Been Killed, 
and Her Husband Remarried. 


TWICE SHE HAD BEEN IN AN INSANE 
ASYLUM AND ESCAPED. 


The Fody of a Woman Found Mangled on 
a Railway Traek— Buried in the Belief 
That It Wes Mrs. Hartsig—the Story 
otiHer Wanderings and Sudden Res- 
teration of Her Reasen.- 


CHICAGO, III., Dec. 5.—Mrs. Precis Anna 
Hartsig disappeared in Detroit eight years 
ago, and a body picked up on the railroad 
tracks near that place, horribly mangled, 
was identified by Mrs. Hartsig’s relatives 
and buried by them. A few days ago the 
real Mrs. Hartsig walked into the office of 
her son, F. A, Hartsig, in the Security 
building. 

The story told by Lewis W. Hartsig, a 
son of the missing woman, is a very roman- 
tic one. He says his mother, together with 
his father and six children, lived in De- 
troit eight years ago, and that his mother 
was mentally deranged on account of i- 


health. The family decided to send her to 


the Pontiac Lunatic Asylum, and from this 
place she escaped twice within two months. 
Mrs. hartsig was not a dangerous lunatic, 
but the family thought it best to return her 
to the asylum, as the physicians had hopes 
that they might finally restore her reason. 
Mrs. Hartsig discovered what was about to 
take place, and on the night before her 
contemplated removal she escaped, and this 
was the last seen of her by any member of 
her family until a week ago. The day fol- 
lowing her disappearance the body of a 
woman was discovered dead on the tracks 
of the Detroit and Michigan road, twenty 
miles from Detroit. The body was in a 
mangled condition and the clothing liter- 
ally torn from the woman's form. The 
Hartsig family were notified and identified 
the body as that of their mother. A Detroit 
dentist also identified the gold-plated false 
teeth which were in the mouth of the dead 
woman as those sold to Mrs. Hartsig. The 
body was taken in charge by the Hartsigs 


and given a decent burial. 


Mrs. Hartsig owned property in Detroit 
which is valued at $5,000, and her will was 
duly probated, and the rents of the prop- 
érty have since been collected by James F. 
Hartsig, her husband. 

Mrs. Hartsig, in telling her story to her 
family after their happy reunion, said she 
traveled by rail to Benton Harbor, Mich., 
and was taken in charge by the police on 
account of her strange actions. The au- 
thorities placed her in a sanitarium at Ben- 
ton Harbor for twelve months and she was 
then pronounced cured. But Mrs. Hartsig, 
during her last attack of insanity, had for- 
gotten her name and there was nothing 


about her clothing or jewelry by which she 
could identify herself. She decided to 
come to Chicago, secured a situation as 
nurse in Evanston about seven years ago 
and has remained in Evanston ever since, 
and has amassed a smail fortune in that 
city. 

Mrs. Hartsig was reading a newspaper a 
week ago, her son says, and happened to 
see the name F. A. Hartsig, which was the 
name of her son. Hartsig has been indict- 
ed on a charge of forgery. Mrs. Hartsig at 
once became posse of all her faculties. 
She recognized the name as hers, and the 
irfitials as those of her son. She went at 


once to the Criminal Court and found that 


F. A. Hartsig had been released on bail. 
She secured his address and went at once 
to the Security Building and walked into 
the office, where she found her son and also 
her daughter Rose, who recognized the 
mother imme ely. 

While in the office another son entered, 

wis There was still another person 
to whom this strange reappearance came 
as a surprise, and this was Mr. Hartsig, 
the husband. He is 50 years old and, think- 
ing his wife dead, had married again in 
Detroit. He has also one child by the second 
marriage and a very complicated state of 
affairs exist in his household. 

Mrs. Hartsig, her son Lewis states, will 
apply for a divorce, so as to cause no em- 
barrasment to the young wife with whom 
Mr. Hartsig is now living. 

Mrs. Hartsig, together with her daughter 
Rose, is now on a visit to her aged mother, 
Mrs. Dowe, who is ve wealthy and lives 
in Savannah, III., and Mrs. Hartsig thinks 
she will take up her residence at that 
place. Mrs. Dowe could never believe her 
daughter was dead, and there has been a 
reward of $1,000 out for the past eight years 
for information concerning the missing wo-

HER BRUISED, BLOODY AND LIFELESS 
BODY PICKED UP ON A HIGHWAY. 


There Is Net a Doubt She Had Been Mast 
Feully Murdered, but There Is Yet 
Searecly a Trace That May Lead te the 
Identity ef the Assassin—Last Seen 
Taking a Carriage Ride—™ ystery. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 5—-What 
will probably prove to be the most mysteri- 
ous and sensational crime in the history of 
the Northwest is the murder of Miss Cath- 
erine Ging, which was announced in these 
dispatches yesterday. Miss Ging, who was 
a dressmaker, was 29 years of age and of 
striking beauty. Her bruised and tortured 
remains lie cold in death upon a marble 
slab at the morgue in this city, a victim 
either to the rapacity of a highway robber 
or the vengeful vindictiveness of a jealous 
and frenzied lover. Beaten and mangled 
out of all semblance to their former perfect 
outlines, the features of the dead woman 
seem mutely appealing for the pity denied 
her by the cruel fiend, whe, seeing that 
bullets had failed entirely to snuff out the 
spark of life, completed his fearful work 
with the butt of a pistol. 

Late Tuesday night a young farmer, Te- 
turning home from the city, met a horse 
and carriage, driverless, traveling at a 
rapid pace toward town on the lonely road 
which runs through a swamp just west of 
Lake Calhoun, in the outskirts of this city. 
Being unable to stop the maddened animal, 
he began a search for the missing occupant 
of the vehicle. A short distance further up 
the road he came upon a horrible sight. 
Face upward in the road lay the dead body 
of Miss Ging, her head literally beaten to a 
jelly, the ground being soaked with blood 
and dirt, and clotted blood besmearing her 
hair and clothing. 


nearest police station, and a detail of offi- 
cers were quickly despatched to bring in 
the remains. When the woman's body was 
taken to the morgue it was found to be 


+ that ot Miss Ging and that the cause of 


death nad deen a pistol bullet, which en- 
tered her head back of the*right ear, pass- 
ing through the brain and lodging in her 
left eye. Numerous cuts, bruises and torn 
places, evidently made with the butt of the 
pistol, were found all over her head, face 
and neck, and under her chin were plainly 
visible the deep imprints of finger nails, 
where the dastard had clutched his victim 
while beating her senseless form. 

An investigation was begun at once, and 
the police are still actively engaged on the 
cage, but so far no light has been thrown 
upon the mystery. It is known that early 
in the evening Miss Ging hired the horse 


and carriage and drove away alone. This 


is the last time she was seen alive by any 
one so far as yet known. Late in the even- 
ing the horse walked back to the stable, 
drawing the empty carriage, which was 
found to contain a pool of blood; the sea: 
cushions were also saturated. The posi- 
tion of the body when found in the road- 
side, the location of the wounds, the blood 


in the carriage and bloody marks on one of 
the traces all go to show that the woman 
was murdered by some person who had 
been sitting beside her in the carriage, and 
that this person had then thrown the body 
into the road. 

Miss Ging, who has connections in Aubu 

; * has been in this city some time, an 
as before stated, had worked up a lucrative 
business as dressmaker. She had been 
known to carry large sums of money on her 
person on several occasions of late. 

One of the most important facts yet 
learned is that Miss Ging drew $7,000 from 
a safe deposit vault Monday, and no trace 
of this money can be found. This strength- 
ens the theory that she was killed for her 
money. Others think it to be a love affair, 
and that the murder was prompted by 

ealousy. No arrests have yet been made, 
ut the theory that it was the culmination 
of a lovers’ quarrel is based on the fact that 
it is known to a number of persons familiar 
with her movements of late that she had 
been in the habit of often driving out alone 
and picking up her companion at some point 
in the ou rts of the city, and for this rea- 
son the police are bending every energy to 
locate this person. Mayor Fustis is head- 
ing the investigation, and large rewards 
have been offered for the apprehension of 
the murderer. 8

Horrified, the young man hastened to the

It is established that he was at 
the theater at the time the murder was 
committed. Yet he knew more of her busi- 
ness affairs than any known person. He 
lent her large sums of money with security 
that would not be deemed 8 This 
ne says he did out of friendship and with 
confidence in her honesty. His last loan 
was $7,000 cash, and it is pretty certain that 
she had this amount on her person at the 
time of the murder, and that the murderer 
took it from her. Hayward’s — of for 
this was Miss Ging’s two insurance policies, 
one an accident policy for $6,000 in the 
Travellers’ and the other a regular life 

licy for the same amount in the New 

ork Life. These were assigned to him. 
The police have enough confidence in the 
theory that Hayward knows more of the 
crime than he will tell and that possibly he 
instigated it to hold him under close sur- 
veillance. Mayor Eustis, who has ta 
charge of the case, believes that this latter 
theory is the true one. 

In this connection an alleged holdup that 
occurred last April is being recalled. Hay- 
ward was out driving with Miss Ging and 
Moss Vetter, her friend. They were stopped 
by two men and forced to give up what they 
had. It is now claimed that Miss Ging had 
a large sum of money in ready cash at that 
time and was supposed to have it on her 
person, but that, as a matter of fact, she 
did not have it with her. It is conjectured 
that the men knew this fact and ex ted 
to get the money. It is even hint that 
Hayward gave them the information. But 
aside from the insurance policies, there is 
not a scintilla of evidence that Hayward 
des the death of Miss Ging or would 

rofit by it. He was her creditor to @ 
arge amount, was ve fond of her and 
stood better in her confidence than any one. 
The theory that he instigated the crime is 
hard to believe. Sup ng it to be true, 
how could he have induced Miss Ging to 
driving in so mysterious a way thrice with 
a hired thug? And how could he have in- 
duced her to take with her on the fatal 
drive so large a sum as 000? It is evi- 
dent hat there was a peculiar relation, not 
entirely a pecuniary one, between Miss Ging 
and her mysterious companion. And so the 
investigators of the mystery come around 
to the point from which they started, with 
the mystery as deep as ever.

SMELTING COMBINE.|

Rumors of Its Formation Con- 
firmed by President Smith. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 5.—L. Smith, Pres- 
ident of the Union Smelting Co., which has 
large works at Leadville, confirms the re- 
port that a smelting combine has been 
formed. The Union Smelter is not in the 
combine and Mr. Smith says it has been 
boycotted by the trust. 

„We had an invitation to go in,” said Mr. 
Smith, but because we did not go around 
begging for terms the trust is going to 
discipline us a little. I think that we can 
stand it. If necessary, we will put in our 
own samplers where we n them, and we 
can always get the ore we need. I do not 
know who the officers of the combine are, 
but they meet in the office of the Philadel- 
phia Refining Co. The clearing-house feat- 
ure of the scheme is a good one, and if that 
was all there was to it we would be in favor 
of it. ach smelter is to register all of its 
contracts for ore in the trust clearing- 
house. The ores are delivered to the clear- 
ing-house and paid for, and are distributed 
to the different smelters in such a way that 
each gets its share of the ore, but the 
Classes of ore are so distributed that the 
Smelters are all supplied with the kinds of 
ore they need the most, so no smelter has 
to shut down for want of a certain kind of 
ore. The trust has not yet raised rates, but 
that is the main reason for the combine.

A Romarkable Letter in Which He 
Claims She Shot Herself. 


WRITTEN DEC. 1 AND SENT TO THE 
NEW YORK WORLD. 


The Deed Was Dene Nov. 28 and the 
Husband Disappeared—The Letter . 
Dated in This City the Only Clew te 
His Whereabeute—The Story of the 
Crime es Learned by the New York.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—When pretty young 
Mrs. Primativa Foglia was found lying 
dead on a lounge in her home, No. 592 Co- 
lumbus avenue, on Nev. 22 last, there was 
a revolver beside her. Her husband Ber- 
nardo was missing. There were blood 
stains on the woman's clothing and the 
prints of bloody fingers on her neck. The 
body lay on the right side and the bullet 
had entered the right temple, but there was 
blood on the left temple. All these circum- 
stances led to the inference that murder 
had been done and that the fugitive hus- 
band was the criminal. The police have 
made an unsuccessful hunt for him.

94. was received yesterday. This is a 
complete translation: 
ST. LOUIS, Mo., Dec. 1, 1894. 

I read in The World that you found my 
wife with the front of her dress stained 
with blood, five matches upon the blood, 
and a $1,000 insurance policy in my name in 
favor of my wife. Now, it is useless to tell 
lies. She, poor, unhappy thing, is dead. 1 
am still on earth, but more dead than 
alive, and I wish I were dead, too. I have 
been praying God to give me strength to 
die as she died. My tnnocence will not per- 
mit me to do that now. I am compelled to 
surrender myself to you; that is to say, to 
place myself in the hands of justice. But 
look; if God would talk he would make you 
see that I am innocent. |

I opened the door to the kitchen and went 
to the end of the. corridor to call for help. 

1 did not have any strength to go back 

and look into those awful death-staring 
eyes of hers. I cried. I became crazy. I 
did not know what to do. My hands were 
full of blood. I washed them at the sink. 
I was in my shirt sleeves and without a 
collar. I put on my jacket and overcoat, 
put on my collar, and then left the house. 
I did not know what to do. I went to Third 
street, and then walked back two blocks. 
Then I turned and took the elevated. My 
nerves were unstrung. I said to myself, 
Poor me.“ I sat next to a countryman on 
the elevated train. He heard me. 

“What is the matter with you?“ he asked. 

When I heard him speak Italian I told 
him all abeut it. He comforted me. Then 
he asked if any one was there when it 
happened. 

No,“ I said. Then he replied: “Do as I 
tell you; leave New Tork.“ 

“I want to kill myself,“ I returned. He 
braced me up. 

My wife for a long time had the idea of 
suicide. If I returned home half an hour 
later than usual she suspected that I had 
been with others. She questioned the men 
where I worked. I was always true to her, 
but she would not believe ft. I gave per 
all my wages. For six months I did not 
have 25 cents in my pocket. You may ask 
the neighbors if they ever saw me go home 
intoxicated or ever saw me abuse her. She 
had every liberty to walk, sleep, sing, eat, 
drink, in short, to do whatever she wished. 
The only thing I did not permit was that 
she should go down town without me. 
Everybody knew the reason for this. It 
was on account of her father. 

I'came up town at 5:30 that day. I had 
gone down town with $2. I spent 10 cents 
at Barbera’s, 15 cents at Tirelli’s, 30 cents 
at Delfino’s, No. 133 South Fifth avenue. 

-Ivremained all day with Coggiola, and then 
Z tdld him that my wife was also down 
town. We had come together to buy maize 
to make polenta. ; 

When we arrived at Barbera’s I saw my 
cousin Castello, who asked me to have a 
ciglieggia.

She said she was hungry. I could not talk 
to her while on the way home, for she sat 
while I stood up.

Mr. Wright's experience in the Presidential 
commission, which recently investigated 
the Pullman strike, is depended on to give 
practical form to the plan of national arbi- 
tration. It has heretofore been urged theo- 
retically, but the report of the commission, 
based on inquiry and experience, recom- 
mende federal arbitration as the surest 
remedy against labor agitations and strikes 
It had been hoped that President Cleveland 
would in his message give specific appro- 
val to the plan of arbitration recommended 
by the strike commission. But he con- 
fined himself to an approval of the work of 
the commission. Chairman McGann says 
of the prospects of passing an arbitration 
bill this session: 

„J think such a bill will go through the 
Senate and House without difficulty. There 
seems to be a general feeling without ref- 
erence to party as to the opportuneness 
ot such a measure. Under ordinary circum- 
stances it would be difficult to get through 
such an important bill at a short session, 
but the time is so ripe for action that I ex- 
pect it to pass both Houses. The Springer 
bill now reported is almost identical with 
the récommendations of the Presidential 
strike commission. Mr. Wright will be 
asked for suggestions to perfect the bill. 
and then there will be a united effort to 
secure speedy action on the subject.“ 

Briefly, the bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a rmanent of Arbitra- 

tion, consisting of three persons, one of 
whem may, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, be the Commissioner of Labor for the 
time being. The term of their office is fixed 
at six years and their salaries at $5,000 a 
ear, and their-appointment shall be made 

y the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. The arbitra- 
tion is secured on the petition of one of the 
parties to a controversy, ne when neither 
party asks for it there is nd compulsory 
arbitration, but on the application of a 
State Legislator the President may tender 
the offices of the National Commission. 
The wer of the commission to settle 
stri. is defined in the bill as follows: | 

The said National Board of Arbitration shall 
have power, when, in their discretion, the public 
interests are at stake, th investigate the causes 
of all controversies and disputes between em-

'Pacific Reilroad Bonds. 


WASHINGTON p. C., Dee. 5.—Within 
the next month the Government will be 
palled on to pay 22,000, 000 of the Pacific 
Railroad bonds. It will be the first payment 


made by the Government on these bonds, 
issued years ago to subsidize the building 
of the railroads across the continent. They. 
ran for long terms, and these terms. are 
now about to mature. The $2,000,000 next 
month will be followed by another $2,000,000 
next November. The railroads are prima- 
rily responsible for the payment of the 
bonds, but as they were issued and guaran- 
teed by the Government, Congress s an- 
ticipated, by its effort to fund or extend 
the debt, that the Government would have

UNEQUAL TAXATION. : 


The State Supreme Court has decided 
that, under Missourl law, a social club 
can run a bar and retail intoxicating 
drinks to its members and their friends 
without a license and without violating 
the dram-shop law. : 

Of course, that is the law when the 
Supreme Court go interprets it, but the 
law is at fault, 

A club bar can make as many drunk- 
ards as any other, whether it is run for 
profit or only to encourage dram drink. 
ing by cheapening the drinks. If one 
retailer of intoxicants is required to pay 
a heavy tax on the drinks he sells, every 
other retailer of intoxicants should be 
required tO pay the same tax, and those 
who patronize the club bars are even 
abler to pay it than the average saloon 
patron.

THOSE GOLD BONDS. 


It is more than probable that the 
Cleveland Administration will be out of 
office and reposing upon its laurels long 
before Secretary Carlisle induces Con- 
gress or the country to adopt his plan of 
currency reform in all its details. But 
there should be no hesitation about 
making the change he asks for in the 
old law under which he has already is- 
sued $100,000,000 long bonds bearing 5 per 
cent interest. 

With fair notice that bonds would be 
issued under the old resumption law as 
often as Mr. Cleveland should feel im- 
pelled to replenish the Treasury gold, 
Congress last session refused either to 
revoke the authority conferred by that 
law or to amend it. Congress neither 
forbade the creation of a new public 
debt in long 5 per cent bonds nor author- 
ized the sale of short low-rate bonds. 
That these could have been sold at par 
on a 2% per cent basis is shown by the 
fact that the syndicate which bought 
the last $50,000,000 of long 5’s on a basis 
of 2.88 per cent finds no difficulty in sell- 
ing them at a profit of $2,000,000. 

But why does not Mr. Carlisle go 
further and suggest that future fifty 
million loans should be in bonds of small 
denomination, so as to enable people all 


over the country wanting investment for 


small savings to take them directly from 
the Government? Why must all of our 
loans pay a profit to Wall street middle- 
men and be sold in such large sums that 
only Wall street syndicates can get them 
and instantly resell them at a big profit 
to smaller investors? Surrounded by 
armed enemies, always on the brink of 
war, with obligations far heavier than 
ours and resources far inferior, the 
French Republic has greatly strength- 
ened itself and its credit and promoted 
habits of economy among its people by 
enabling every peasant with a few dol- 
lars ahead to become a government bond- 
holder and coupon clipper.

Aecommodation te the Pablic Wien - 
eut Any Extra Expense or Tronble 
te the Bead—Ne Attempt te Give St. 
Louis Atter neon Trains. 


There is neither rhyme nor reason in the. 
manner in which the trains on the majority 
of the roads out of St. Louis are run. All 
the objects for which trains are usually’ 
run, such as the convenience and accom- 
modation of the pedple living along the 
line-and the best interests of the business 
communities, are made subordinate to the 
one object of making a connection with 
the arriving train, either from the East or 
West, and getting travelers out of St. Louis 
as soon after they arrive as pebsible. 

One of the best examples of how trains 
are run with this one object in view—at 
least that’s the way it looks to the casual 
observer—is the Omaha train on the Wa- 
bash, which leaves St. Louis every evening 
at 8:23 o'clock. Judging from the com- 
plaints that are continually made, this 
train pleases no one; not even the through 
passengers from the East, in whose inter- 
est it is supposed to be run. As a commer- 
cial traveler, who has frequently to use it. 
explains: Lou don't get out of St. Louis 
until three or four hours after you have 
finished your business and you don’t get 
into Omaha until the business day is about 
half over.“ 

This complaint seems to be well founded. 
The train, as stated before, does not leave 
St. Louis until 8:25 p. m. and does not ar- 
rive in Omaha until 12:35 the following aft- 
ernoon. It is neither a through fast train 
in any sense of the word, nor is it of any 
particular use as an accommodation train 
at either end of the line, when it is really 
intended for both. That is to say, the train 
is supposed to be a through fast train from 
St. Louis to Omaha and is advertised as 
such. At the same time it is supposed to be 
an accommodation train into Omaha from 
Roseberry. 

HOW IT SHOULD RUN. 

Now see how much more satisfactory it 
could be made in every particular if it left 
here at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. As it is 
it leaves at 8:25 p. m., too late to be of any 
service as a local accommodation out of St. 
Louis, as it does not get to St. Charles, its 
first stop of any size, until 9:25. That gives 
it an hour to make the first twenty-five 


miles. It dbes not get into Moberly, a dis- 
tance of only 148 miles, until after 1:06 a. 
m. Then at the other end, beginning with 
Roseberry, nearly 100 miles from Omaha, it 
does not leave that station until 8:40 a. 2 
and arrives in Omaha at 12:35 p. m., t 
late to be of any service as an accommoda- 
tion train for people who wish to do any 
business in Omaha that day. If it left here 
at 4 p. m., N the same running time 
as at present to Moberly, it would get to St. 
Charles at 5, to Warrenton at 6:03, to Mont- 
gomery at 6:43, to Mexico at 7:27 and to Mo- 
berly at 8:40 p. m. Then from Moberly on it 
could make all the stops the same as at 
present, and by running slowly would not 
need to leave Roseberry until 5 or 5:10, as 
it could make the breakfast stop thirty in- 
stead of twenty minutes. From Roseberry 
to Omaha is a four hours’ run for an ac- 
commodation train. This would bring the 
train into Omaha at 9 o’clock, making the 
entire run a ÜUttle longer than at present, 
but still getting through passengers into 
Omaha at an hour which would suit them 
better and would make the train of some 
value as an accommodation train at both 
ends of the run, and it would certainly be a 
better paying train. 

STILL HAVE AN EVENING TRAIN. 

Starting out of St. Louis the people at 
this end of the line wovld not be deprived 
of their evening train, as the Kansas City 
train on the Wabash leaves the Union Sta- 
tion at 8:3 p. m. and runs over the same 
line — the maha train as far as Bruns- 
wick. If any through passengers for Omaha 
arrived from the East at 7:40 on some of the 
other lines, or on the Wabash, it would be 
no fatal matter if they remained over 
night in St. Louis. The chances are that 
when one through passenger is accommo- 
dated by the present service, fifty persons 
from St. Louis and the surrounding towns 
would be accommodated, to say e of
